o your best not to miss the trees 
and toy trains so popular during 
the Christmas season — in the 
daytime or after dark. You can start out 
without leaving Southwest DC by visiting 
the huge tree on the US Capitol grounds 
at Second St. SW between Independence 
Ave. SW and Constitution Ave. Full of 
decorations, the tree is also lit by LED 
lights to save energy. It is easy walking 
from the Federal Center SW Metro on 
the Blue and Orange lines or the Capitol 
South station on the same lines. 

Only a few steps from that tree is the 


entrance to the Botanical Garden on 
Independence Ave. in Southwest. The 
“A Midnight Clear” exhibit there will 
remain through Jan. 6. On Dec. 18, 20, 
and 27 the doors will be open until 8 
pm. The holiday blooming plants and 
an unbelievable display of model trains 
winding through winter landscapes on a 
spectacular suspension bridge should not 
be missed. 

At the Union Station Metro on the 
Red line is the annual Norwegian Christ¬ 
mas display with a huge tree and model 
trains. The tree comes down Dec. 27, but 
the handcrafted Norwegian model train 


passing farms, fishing villages, churches 
and ski jumps will wind through the 
mountains and fjords of Norway daily 
from 10 am to 7 pm through Jan. 6. 

Near the White House - a few blocks 
down from the McPherson Square Metro 
on the blue and orange lines — is the 
“Nations Christmas Tree”, a 40-foot Col¬ 
orado blue spruce from York, Penna., lit 
every night until 11 pm through Jan. 1.

metered even for ward residents and lim¬ 
ited to two hours to discourage ballpark 
fans. Other areas would be metered for 
longer periods but charge as much as pri¬ 
vate parking garages, perhaps as much as 
$35. ...It is unlikely that most of the new 
meters would be in place for the Nation¬ 
als 5 first game on March 29.” 

Jacqueline Dupree on her blog www. 
jdland.com says this — in response to a 
comment on her Dec. l4story on ballpark 
parking, “According to the map I saw, the 
blocks north of M, south of the freeway 


and west of 2 nd St. SE and across to 1 st St. 
SW would in these preliminary plans be 
labeled as “retail 55 streets, with long-term 
parking that would cost an amount simi¬ 
lar to garage-lot parking. Virginia Ave. 
would be “retail 55 as well. The other streets 
(from Canal Park east to 7 th St. [SE]) 
would be considered “retail-adjacent resi¬ 
dential 55 streets and would have meters 
that would allow 2 hour parking by non¬ 
residents on one side of the street, while 
residents could park on both sides with 
no time restrictions. This would be every 
day, not just game day. Meters would run 
from about 9 am to 10 pm seven days a 
week. 55

Experts Say 11 th St. Bridge 
Expansion is Wrong Way 

T 


ransportation experts, Smart 
Mobility, Inc., testifying before 
Council Member Jim Graham 
have concluded that the DDOT plan to 
add four lanes to the 11 th St. Bridge is 
faulty. 

Especially damaging for similar plans 
for the South Capitol St. Bridge and the 
14 th St. Bridge Corridor study are the 
statements that the Metropolitan Wash¬ 
ington Council of Governments trans¬ 
portation model relied on is inaccurate 
and “overestimates traffic volumes and 
underestimates transit use 55 . 

Below is a summary of the findings 
they gave to the Council Member. 

Summary 

We have conducted a review of the 
11th Street Bridges Final Environmen¬ 
tal Impact Statement. In summary, we 
have the following concerns about this 
project, and have concluded that it falls 
short of National Environmental Policy 
Act (NEPA) requirements in several key 
respects. These are briefly summarized 
below: 

1) The Purpose and Need Statement 
does not suggest that additional capacity 
is needed, and the FEIS states numerous 
times that the project will not increase 
freeway capacity. However, all of the 
build alternatives not only include four

additional lanes crossing the river, but also 
increase freeway capacity by 50% at the 
systems primary bottleneck, the connec¬ 
tion between the 11th Street Bridges and 
the Southeast Freeway. Adding freeway 
capacity is inconsistent with planning 
goals of the District of Columbia and the 
National Capital Planning Commission. 
Alternatives should be developed, evalu¬ 
ated, and refined that do not increase the 
freeway capacity in the project area. 

2) The increased roadway capacity 
proposed results in much larger traffic 
volumes in the study area, including 
44,000 additional Anacostia River cross¬ 
ings per day. The increases on the 11th 
Street Bridges (49,000 vehicles per day) 
are 9 times the reduction shown for 
the Pennsylvania Avenue Sousa Bridge 
Avenue Bridge. If the 11th Street Bridges 
were done without the Southeast Freeway 
boulevard conversion assumed in all 2030 
traffic analyses in the FEIS, traffic vol¬ 
umes in the study area would be higher, 
especially on the Pennsylvania Avenue 
Sousa Bridge. 

3) The impacts of the project are not 
fully disclosed or considered in the analy¬ 
sis. Peak hour freeway traffic will increase 
by up to 85% on the Anacostia Freeway 
(also called Kenilworth Avenue or DC 
295), and by over 12% on the Southeast 
Freeway heading into central DC dur¬ 
ing the afternoon peak hour. Freeway 
analysis was done only for the afternoon 
peak hour but should also be done for 
the morning peak hour which could be 
the worst case. The limits of the analysis 
should be extended to the downtown and 
along the Anacostia Freeway 55 

4) The increased traffic that will result 
from the project will result in increased 
air pollutant concentrations relative to 
the no build alternative. However, the 
FEIS only compares the air pollutant 
concentrations to the standards, and not 
to the no build conditions. Further, the 
effects of increased air pollution are not 
adequately considered for disadvantaged 
populations near the project, especially 
those living near Kenilworth Avenue. A

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D.C. Goes “Green” — Praised by EPA 


T he D.C. government has commit¬ 
ted itself to encourage construc¬ 
tion standards and storm water 
controls throughout the District that are 
similar to those adopted in June 2007 by 
the Anacostia Waterfront Corporation. 

An agreement dated Nov. 27, 2007, 
and sent to the US Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency regional office in Philadel¬ 
phia is on the website of the DC Dept, of 
the Environment, www.ddoe.dc.gov. In 
announcing the agreement Mayor Adrian 
Fenty stated, “I am pleased with the 
new MS4 enhancement agreement and 
look forward to the long-range effects of 
improving the District water quality and 
quality of life.” 

In a release dated Dec. 04, 2007, 
the regional office of EPA in Philadel¬ 


phia called the agreement “a landmark 
agreement.” “This is the most advanced 
set of green infrastructure controls for 
urban storm water that we have seen in 
the Mid-Atlantic Region. The Districts 
commitment to employ sustainable and 
measurable solutions for wet water pol¬ 
lution demonstrates leadership for the 
Chesapeake Bay watershed.” 

These standards will apply throughout 
the District “where feasible,” whereas the 
AWC had more control to enforce the 
standards because it was dealing with 
public land that would be leased or sold 
to private companies. 

Several District government agencies 
will play a part in the “greening” effort. 
The district agrees to plant “at least 4,150 
trees per year with a goal of planting and 


maintaining at least 13,500 additional 
trees” in six years. The District will make 
$500,000 available in incentives for green 
roofs in federal, residential, commercial 
and District-controlled properties, with a 
goal of $1,000,000 per year. It will install 
“environmental catch basins” in new 
road projects and install another “end-of- 
[overflow]-pipe litter trap” in 2010. 

A dog park program and public edu¬ 
cation program will reduce pet waste 
reaching the wastewater system. Cameras 
will be installed to record illegal dumping 
activities, beginning in 2009. The Dis¬ 
trict will target potential illicit discharge 
sources such as Laundromats, dry cleaners 
and auto repair shops.

large number of studies have documented 
health problems for those living near to 
heavily traveled roadways. 

5) The alternatives are far too simi¬ 
lar, and provide an inadequate range of 
options. All of the alternatives will sig¬ 
nificantly increase traffic on the Southeast 
and Anacostia freeways, which will restrict 
future options from consideration for 
downsizing or avoiding increased capacity 
on these facilities. 

6) The Metropolitan Washington 


Council of Governments (MWCOG) 
transportation model relied on is inaccu¬ 
rate even for the base year. The hundreds 
of precise numbers presented in the FEIS 
for future traffic volumes, speeds and 
delays are misleading as they are highly 
uncertain. The model overestimates traffic 
volumes and underestimates transit use. 
The model deficiencies bias the results 
towards exaggerating any traffic benefits 
that may result from the preferred alter¬ 
native.
